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DETAILED ACTION 

Oath/Declaration 

The declaration is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .63 as being an improper 
continuation application. The matter in claim 27 was not presented in the prior 
application. The declaration must be changed to reflect the additionally recited subject 
matter and state that this application is a continuation-in-part of Application No 
09/760,215. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .63(d)(iii) and 37CFR 1 .78. The 
applicant has improperly stated that this application is a continuation of prior Application 
No. 09/760,215. Because this application adds additional disclosure (claim 27), it must 
be changed to a continuation-in-part application instead of a continuation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27 are allowed. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6-23-04 have been considered but are not 
persuasive. The example on page 8 of the specification requires steel powder in the 
amount of 30 phr to be present in the inner cover layer. However, the claims recite at

least 10 parts of a density increasing filler in the inner cover layer. The specification 
does support a specific gravity of 1 .18 and 30 phr of filler but does not support at least 
10 parts of the filler. Therefore, the objection to the declaration and specification is 
maintained. 

Please be advised amended claim 27 is not amended properly. Any deleted portion of 
the claims should have a strike-through line and should not be literally deleted ("or less" 
was deleted). Future amendments will be held non-responsive.
